GREENWOOD 


The town of Greenwood, formerly Township Number 
four, was first settled in the year 1800 by William Yeats 
(Yates), who was born in Scotland. he built his cabin on 
Patch Mountain, and soon was joined by other settlers. In 
1813, the settlers voted to form a plantation government 
called-Plantation Four, In 1816, the plantation voted to 
incorporate, as the 213th town in the District of Maine. 
The town was probably named for Alexander Greenwood, a 
prominent surveyor in the area. 

Simeon Sanborn built the first mill in town which was 
located near Greenwood City, the first village in the town. 
In 1819, Samuel B, Locke built the second mill in the 
northern part of town, where a village soon developed known 
as Locke's Mills, In 1851, the railroad was built through 
Locke's Mills; an event which was to insure the village's 
survival, 

In 1862, the village of Greenwood City burned to the 
ground, an event which destroyed most of Greenwood's vital 
records, Over the years the town has survived on farming, 
logging, wood turning and mining.

Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, included such tests of the 
accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 


The town's general purpose financial statements do not include the 
general fixed assets group of accounts, which should be included to 
conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The effect of 
this departure is that an incomplete financial presentation results. 
The amount that should be recorded in the general fixed assets account 
group is not known, but would include the cost of all land, buildings 
and equipment owned by the town. 


The town uses the net budget method for both the general and special 
revenue funds, which does not conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. This method of budgeting and accounting causes revenues to 
be credited against expenditure accounts. 


In our opinion, except for the effects of not recording general fixed 
assets and utilizing the net budget method as discussed in the preceding 
two paragraphs, the general purpose financial statements referred to in 
the first paragraph present fairly the financial position of the Town of 
Greenwood at December 31, 1987, and the results of its operations and 
changes in financial position of its proprictary fund type, for the year 
then ended, in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles 
applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 


The accompanying supplemental information is not necessary for a fair 
presentation of the general purpose financial statements, but is 
presented per statutory requirements and as additioncl analytical data. 
The information has been subjected to the tests nd other auditing 
procedures applied in the examination of the general purpese financial 
statements mentioned above and, in our opinion, is {rixly stated in all 
material respects in relation to the general purpose financial 
statements taken as a whole.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


December 31, 1987 


1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of Greenwood conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental units, except 
that the town does not record the general fixed assets group of accounts and 
uses the net budget method of budgeting and accounting. 


A. Basis of Presentation 


The accounts of the town are organized on the basis of funds or account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The 
operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self- 
balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund balance, 
revenues and expenditures. The various funds are grouped by type in the 
financial statements. 


Governmental Funds 


General Fund - The general fund is the general operating fund of the 


town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that are not 
allocated by law or contractual agreement to another fund are accounted 
for in this fund. From the fund are paid the general operating 


expenditures, the fixed charges and the capital improvement costs that 
ure not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Fund - Special revenue funds are used to account for the 
revenues derived from federal, state or local grants for specific 
projects. 


Fiduciary Funds 


Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets held in trust 
by the town for others. 


"Memorandum Only" Total Columns 


Included on the combined financial statements are total columns 
captioned "Memorandum Only" to indicate that they are presented only for 
informational purposes. Adjustments to eliminate interfund transactions 
have not been recorded in arriving at such amounts and the memorandum 
totals are not intended to fairly present the financial position or 
results of operations of the district, taken as a whole. 


Additionlly, the 1986 totals presented in the "Memorandum Only" columns 
are included to provide a summarized comparison with comparable 1987 
amounts and are not intended to present all information necessary for a 
fair presentation of financial position and results of operations in 
accordance with generally accepted acounting principles. 
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B. Basis of Accounting 


The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by the general and 
special revenue funds. The modified accrual basis of accounting is 
defined as the basis of accounting under which expenditures are recorded 
as incurred and revenues are recorded when received in cash. The 
accrual basis of accounting is followed by the nonexpendable trust 
funds, 


C. General Fixed Assets 


The town does not maintain a complete record of its general fixed 
assets. Buildings and cquipment are principally valued at insured 
values. 


Property Tax 


The town's property tax for the current year was levied November 16, 1987 on 
the assessed value listed as of April 1, 1987 for ail real and personal 
property located in the town. Taxes were due November 1, 1987 with interest 
at the rate of 11% per year or part thereof unpaid on or before December 31, 
1987. A 2% discount was voted for all taxes paid within 30 days from date 
of mailing. 


Cash and Investments 


The town's deposits at year end were covered by Federal Depository 
Insurance. Maine statutes authorize the county to invest funds in savings 
banks, trust companies and national banks. Funds can also be invested with 
state or federal building and loan or savings and loan associations and 
credit unions. 


Bank deposit balances at December 31, 1987 totaled $220,240.18. Deposits 
fully insured totaled $189,760.72. Uninsured deposits totaled $30,479.46. 


Deferred Tax Revenues 


The National Council on Governmental Accounting (N.C.G.A.) Interpretation 
No. 3 requires that property tax revenue be recognized to the extent it will 
be collected within sixty days following the year end. Deferred tax 
revenues for the year ended December 31, 1987 amounted to $94,000.00,

period that are to be recognized as revenue in the subsequent year. These 
accounts were as follows at December 31, 1987:

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6. General Fund Budget 


The town operates on a net budget as compared with a gross budget. All 
revenues are not estimated, but are credited to the particular operating 
account. Certain revenues are dedicated for particular purposes by vote of 
the townspeople at the annual town meeting or at special town meetings. 


At the annual town meeting, held in March of each year, the townspeople vote 
on various articles, on which amounts for appropriations have been 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen. 


7. Designated for Capital and Special Reserves 


Capital and special reserve accounts for various purposes amounting to 
$86,500.90, have been established in the past by statutory provisions or by 
vote of the townspeople. These accounts were invested in time deposits at 
the year end. 


8. Overlapping Debt 


The town is liable for its proportional share of any defaulted debt issued 
by entities of which it is a member, The overlapping bonded debt applicable 
to the town as of December 31, 1987 consists of the following:

Related Party Transaction 


It was noted that Selectman Norman Millett performed various contracting 
work for the Town of Greenwood. Payments amounted to approximately 
$7,000.00. 


Trust Funds 


Trust funds of $5,730.03 for cemeteries were held in trust by the town. 
This amount, which represented a principal of $3,196.44 and. unexpended 
income of $2,533.59, was invested in various time deposits. 


General 


The use of excise tax revenues, highway block grant and transfers from 
surplus for various operating accounts were authorized by the townspeople 
at the annual town meeting. 


RECOMMENDATIONS . . . . The following recommendations are believed worthy 
of consideration: 


General Fixed Assets 
We noted that the town does not maintain a record of its general fixed 
assets and does not include a statement of genernl fixed assets in its 


financial statements. Generally accepted accounting principles require 
that the town maintain a record of its general fixed asscts. 
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We recommend that the town maintain a record of its general fixed assets. 
This record should be of a perpetual nature and include at actual cost or 
historical cost if actual cost is not available, all capital items, land 
and buildings. Deletions should be at actual or historical cost as a 
result of sale, trade-in or discard. In addition, a. town official should 
be designated to perform periodic inventory checks to ascertain that the 
items are properly accounted for and adequately safeguarded. 


Net Budget Method of Bupeting and Accounting 


We noted that the town has adopted the net budget method of budgeting and 
accounting, which results in dedicated or carmarked funds being recorded in 
the general fund. Generally accepted accounting principles require that 
dedicated or carmarked funds be budgeted and accounted for in special 
revenue funds and not the general fund. 


We recommend that the town consider adopting the gross method of budgeting 
and accounting under which dedicated or earmarked funds are recorded in 
special revenue funds and not the general fund. 


Deposits in Banks 


We noted that the bank balances for general fund accounts at December 31, 
1987, were in excess of federal depository insurance coverage, placing the 
amount in excess over the insured amount at risk. Generally accepted 
accounting principles require that assets be safeguarded. 


We recommend that the townplace its funds in several depositories to ensure 
that account balances remain below the federal depository insurance 
Lhreshold or, in the alternative, have the funds in the single depository 
collateralized to cover the excess deposits.

ments fund necessary services; and, 


WHEREAS excessive Property Taxes are hurting Maine's eco- 
nomic and business climate as well as the ability of local gov- 
ernment to provide critical services; and, 


WHEREAS the property tax is an outdated form of taxation 
that can no longer meet the demands of funding local govern- 
ment, but it still remains the primary source of revenue for 
Maine municipalities; and, 


WHEREAS there is a STATEWIDE tax revolt brewing which 
could result in tax or spending caps which would hurt the abil- 
ity of municipalities to provide the vital services necessary to 
guarantee good government and the public's health, safety, and 
welfare; and, 


WHEREAS we believe Maine should move toward a more equit- 
able tax system which places less emphasis on the regressive 
property tax,:and which addresses long term reform - rather than 
offering stop-gap, short term relief, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Municipality 
of Greenwood endorses legislation and efforts to achieve com- 
prehensive property tax reform. 


It is also directed that copies of this Resolution be sent to 
our Senator(s) and Representative(s) to the 114th Legislature 
and to the Governor of the State of Maine.
